We have added a large area of bench surface to our sub-irrigation system, and the 
majority of our carnations are now grown upon these benches, but we still have several 
houses where we are growing upon the surface-watering system, so that visitors may be 
able to compare the results of the two systems We are not as yet prepared to advise 
florists in general to universally adopt the sub irrigation system, but our experimental 
growing has been on the whole highly satisfactory, and we have not as yet regretted the 
large investment necessary to give it a thorough trial. 


CHEMICAL PLANT FOODS. 


We are now conducting exhaustive experiments in feeding plants with chemical fer- 
tilizers. These experiments are carried on through both the surface-watering and sub-irri- 
gation system. Our experiments in this line have been thus far highly satisfactory, and we 
will be pleased to have all who are interested in plant-growing visit our establishment and 
investigate what we are doing, as well as to inspect the stock from which we propagate and 
offer our plants. 


We again thank our customers for the generous patronage of the past season, and 
assure them that we shall endeavor to continue the improvement of the quality of our goods, 
that we may fully deserve the increased confidence and generous patronage with which we 
have been awarded.
